Neighbors Say Fervor 
of Early Matutinal 
Service Is Very 

Disturbing 


City officials and the police depart- 
ment have been besieged in the last 
several days with complaints from 
residents in the neighborhood of the 
Church of God, a religious organiza- 
tion which holds meetings in a build- 
ing on N. E. Fourth Street and Third 
Avenue. Services start at 5:30 or 6:00 
o'clock mornings and religious ses- 
sions often continue until late at 
night, it is said. 

Members of the cult give vent to 
their religious enthusiasm by shout- 
ing, moaning, screaming and other 
vocal outbreaks which greatly inter- 
fere with the peace and comfort of 
those nearby, according to reports re- 
ceived at city hall. It was also charg- 
ed that two women members of the 
organization once rendered themselves 
unconscious during the service. 

“Almost Dead” 

An elderly woman living nearby 
told the city manager’s office that 
her husband, a retired mechanic, was 
“almost dead” from nervousness 
brought about by the “carrying’s on” 
in the church. 

The city has detailed an _ officer 
to attend the services in the future 
and urge quicker programs at hours 
of the day when neighbors usually 
take their rest. 

Dave Delk, one of the deacons de- 
nied the charges this morning ana 
said that the services were conducted 
in an orderly manner. Mr. Delk said 
that some of the members did shout 
a bit on occasions.

SACRIFICES

In the beginning, God created the 
heaven and the earth, and on the sixth 
day he created man in His own image. 
The Bible does not teach us that man 
was made after the order of some 
beast. Of course he had animal life, 
but he, like God, had a knowledge of 
good and evil. 

God made a beautiful garden in 
which He placed Adam and Eve in 
perfect innocency. He gave them do- 
minion over the other living crea- 
tures. There was only one privilege 
that they were forbidden, and that 
was to partake of the Tree of Knowl- 
edge. I think Eve must have had a 
curiosity to know just what this fruit 
might taste like, of which she was so 
strictly forbidden to eat. While she 
was gazing at this tree, Satan, in the 
form of a beautiful serpent, came up 
to her, and seeing that through the 
lust of her eye she was in his terri- 
tory, tempted her to disobey God. 
Through deception, she yielded to the 
temptation... Then Adam _ willfully 
transgressed the law of God, in order 
that he might not be separated from 
his wife. By this one act, sin entered 
the world and all mankind was con- 
demned to die, but God, in His infin- 
ite mercy, provided a way in which 
each individual might redeem himself. 
He promised His Son, Jesus, who 
should eradicate this Adamic sin, and 
this promise was made to them that 
believe. 


The first record we naVe of the be- 
lief in the promised Savior, was in 
Abel’s offering to God. He offered a 
bloody sacrifice, typifying the blood 
of Jesus which was to be shed for all. 
As we follow on down the line, we 
see Abraham put to a supreme test. 
He was asked to offer up his son, 
Isaac, The heathens had freely offered 
their sons and daughters to the gods, 
and the question had come, “Art thou 
prepared to obey thy God as fully as 
the people about thee obey their 
gods?’ But in the putting forth of his 
faith in the act of obedience, he learn- 
ed that God did not intend for him 
to take the life of his son. 


The fundamental idea of sacrifice 
may be gathered partly from their 
designation, and partly from their na- 
ture. Sacrifices do not appear to have 
been instituted, at first, by divine 
command, though they should not, on 
that account, be looked upon as hu- 
man inventions. They are the spon- 
taneous expressions of reverence and 
gratitude which man feels toward 
God. Nor can we forget that in all 
ages blood has been the symbol of life, 
and its shedding, the offering of one’s 
life. Now that which corresponds to 
this inward surrender, as being an 
outward, visible, tangible verification 
of it, is sacrifice, which, on this ac- 
count, has been called “embodied 
prayer.” In the “burnt offerings” of 
Job for his children and for his three 
friends, the idea of expiation is dis- 
tinctly set forth; for in the first in- 
stance the influencing thought with 
Job was, “It may be that my sons 
have sinned,” and in the latter God 
said to Job’s friend, “My servant, Job, 
will pray for you, for him will I ac- 
cept.” 

In the priestly code of the Penta- 
teuch, the fundamental idea of sacri- 
fices is that of substitution. In the 
Levitical Sacrifices, the first fruits 
go for the whole products, the first- 
lings of the flock, the redemption 
money for that which cannot be of- 
fered, and the life of the sacrifices, 
which is in its blood, for the life of 
the sacrificer. 

Under the Mosiac law, the offering 
of sacrifices was enjoined as a cove- 
nant duty; the material of the sacrt- 
fices, and the rites to be observed in 
offering them, were minutely describ- 
ed, and sacrifices thus offered acquir 
ed the character of Grace. 

At the very threshold of the Dis- 
pensation of Law. is the sacrifice of 
the Paschal lamb, a substitute for Is- 
rael’s firstborn, and resulting in Is- 
rael’s redemption. This was command- 
ed to be renewed yearly at the Feast 
of the Passover. The occasions on 
which the sin offerings were made 
regularly for the people were: At the 
New Moon, Passover, Pentecost, Feast 
of Trumpets, Feast of Tabernacles, and 
Day of Atonement.” When a sin was 
committed, or when a person was de- 
filed by touching an unclean thing, or 
coming in contact with a dead body, 
a sacrifice had to be offered by the 
individual. There were also daily sac- 
rifices which were offered morning 
and evening, each consisting of a 
yearling lamb for a burnt offering, a 
tenth deal of flour for a meat offer- 
ing, one fourth hin of wine for a 
drink offering. 

For hundreds of years the blood of 
innocent animals flowed freely, but 
the people almost forgot God. They 
continued to offer sacrifices merely 
in a formal way, or as a habit. We do 
not. wonder at the thundering voice of 
Jehovah, exclaiming, “To what  pur- 
pose is the multitude of your sacrifices 
unto me? saith the Lord, I am full of 
the burnt offerings of rams, and the 
fat of fed beasts, and I deligh? not in 
the blood of bullocks, or of lambs, 01 
of he goats. When ye come to appear 
before me, who hath required this at 
your hand, to tread my courts? Bring 
no more vain oblations; insense is an 
abomination unto me; the new moons 
and sabbaths, the calling of assem- 
blies, I cannot away with, it is in- 
iquity, even the solemn meeting. Your 


new moons and your appointed feasts, 
my soul hateth, they are a trouble un- 
to me, I am weary to bear them.” Isa. 
1:11-14. 

Again we find “Your burnt offer- 
ings are not acceptable, nor your sac- 


rifices sweet unto me.” Jer. 6:20. 
Here we see the Lord was thoroughly 
provoked with the people whom He 
had chosen. The:r methods of sacri- 
ficing were incomplete in that they 
could not take away sin. “For it is not 
possible that the blood of bulls and 
goats should take away sins. Where- 
fore when he cometh into the world, 
he saith, sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body hast thou 
prepared me.” Heb. 10:4-5. 

And for what purpose was a mortal 
body prepared for the second person 
of the Godhead? The answer is, 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his own 
blood, suffered without the gate.” Heb. 
13:12. Jesus did not have to come to 
this world and die, but “God so loved 
the world that he gave his only begot- 
ten son, that whosoever believeth on 
him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” Jno. 3:16. We look back 
and see Jesus as He hung there on 
the cross, and hear Him say, “It is 
finished,” Then, the plan of salvation 
was finished. His mission was to re 
deem the world, and for this purpose 
He gave His life’s blood. We no longer 
need a high priest to offer daily sac- 
rifice for us. “By the which will we 
are sanctified through the offering of 
the body of Jesus Christ once for all.” 
Heb. 10:10. It was not for any good 
deeds that we had done, that Jesus 
came, for we are living under the un- 
merited favors of God, and all that we 
are asked to do in turn, is to present 
our bodies a living sacrifice, holy, ac- 
ceptable unto God, which is our rea- 
sonable service. “By him therefore, let 
us offer the sacrifice of praise to God 
continually, that is, the first fruits of 
our lips, giving thanks to his name. 
But to do good and to communicate, 
forget not, for with such sacrifices 
God is well pleased.” Heb. 13:15, 16.
